lie.-tioii with another - -u engaged in 
trade. I nfortimately, the buildings on 
iln- lionu-*n-ad were burned iu IsCiM. and 
altera few years he gave up all his inter 
•—t in trade anil moved bark to the farm, 
ivlu n- I,,- rt-.-ided with one of hi* sons till 
I be time of hi* death. 

lie wa* fond of society. Ever situ-,- 
otir childhood, hi? liou-e wa* a plaev- of 
tib asaiit resort for hi* friend*. He de¬ 
lighted to show them hi.* farm anil it? 
product.*, and c*jk rjallv any recent im- 
provrmrnt which he uuglil be niakin--: 
for. pnihaldy. not a year ever passed 
without Muni- marked advance for the 
better. Id return, he was equally fond 
of visiting hi* friends, frequently making 
long journeys for tliat purpose. Jnatcad 
of acting the part of a int.-er a* he gr.-vv 
older, he fell it to l*o hi? privilege to en¬ 
joy the fruit* of hi* early labor during 
tit.*tiei-lint* uf lif,*. In this respect he 
wa* a tnu* philosopher. 

He had his peeiiliaritie*. One wc 
have h.-ard of him. During the war of 
1MI2 he had corn to sell one year, while 
malty families around were destitute of 
corn or money. He refused to sell his coni 
to any mau wl„i bad money to pay for it. 
but -iinjilieil tlmse who were willing but 
had not the means, allowing* them to jiay 
him when they were ready, in 1M4, 
he wa* drafted as a soldier to I’ort- 
land, where he sjn-nt a slioit time, 
llv received a land warrant a few year* 
since, which he sold tor*<K*U, giving on.- 
half to a charitable purpose, and buying 
a sofa with the other LaJl del&ring that as 
he slept on ■ hard plank a* a soldier, he 
would now compensate for it by obtain¬ 
ing something for his comfort. Such 
were some of bis trifling peculiarities. 

In his family, he was a faithful man. 
He never intended to speak bat once to 
hi* children, and they knew what he 


meant, he was to them a mml faithful 
counsellor. Ever warning them against 
vicious habit*, and reminding them of 
their obligation* to their jian-nt* and to 
tin ir Maker. Nothing affected him so 
mu. h a- to know that they had. at any¬ 
time. been found ill company of doubt¬ 
ful reputation. He brought them up to 
lial.it* of industry, for which they ran all 
now render him a worthy tribute of re- 
*pe<t, however different it might have 
see im-d to them in childhood. Still, in 
spite of hi* ■lent demand.-, he wa* aluio-t 
alway « cheerful, quick at repartee, and 
full of • ial equality in the family and 
among hi* neighbor*.

ilcnon,ination*. Though firm in hi* rv- 
ligtou* belief. y,-t he w a* eatludii’ inward 
other*. I luring our minority w,- never 
heard hint speak p'prmingly of a minis- 
ter of the go-jtrl but once, and then in a 
'■■ry tnihj mann.-r. \V«- irnietidH-r thi 
ci rot i instance at the time a- -nrncthing 
unn-ual. 'Ilia! he wa* a perfect man.
